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DEDICATION 


Our  1998  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  Sandwich  Caregivers,  Inc. 
Caregivers  is  a  not-for-profit  organization  whose  purpose  is  to  assist  the 
residents  of  Sandwich  in  maintaining  independence  and  dignity  within  their 
home  and  community.  Volunteer  services  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
transportation,  home  visits,  respite  care,  household  chores,  and  telephone 
reassurance. 

When  they  started  in  1992  Caregivers  handled  an  average  of  six  assists  per 
month.  They  have  since  more  than  tripled  their  volume  to  about  twenty 
assists  per  month.  Sixty  volunteers  serve  more  than  twenty-five  care- 
receivers  each  year.  Together  they  offer  more  than  2,000  hours  of  service  per 
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year,  make  an  average  of  75  trips  per  month,  and  log  more  than  20,000  mile 
per  year!  In  the  past  year,  sixteen  caregivers  have  donated  more  than  500 
miles,  and  of  those  sixteen,  seven  have  driven  more  than  1,000  miles  in 
service.  Four  of  the  care-receivers  have  benefited  from  200-300  hours  of 
assistance  in  the  past  year.  This  allov^s  them  to  remain  in  their  homes  and  as 
members  of  the  community. 

Clearly  these  people  have  recognized  and  honored  a  need  in  the  town  in  an 
innovative  effort  that  has  strengthened  the  community  in  many  ways.  They 
foster  personal  relationships  among  people  who  might  otherwise  remain 
strangers,  they  bring  comfort,  assurance,  and  security  to  many  in  need,  and 
they  offer  affirmation,  peace,  and  dignity  in  times  of  weakness  and  crisis.  Not 
least  of  all,  the  growth  of  this  organization  demonstrates  how  volunteers  in 
service  inspire  others  to  serve.  How  a  community  cares  for  its  own  speaks 
volumes  about  the  quality  of  life  to  be  found  there... the  efforts  of  this  group 
have  become  an  integral  part  of  what  we  believe  makes  Sandwich  a  special 
place  in  which  to  live.

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT:  1998 

1998  had  just  begun  when  the  Selectmen  were  presented  with  the  need  to  fill 
two  innportant  positions,  those  of  Police  Chief  and  the  Selectmen's  office 
manager.  In  March  Police  Chief  Louis  Brunelle  retired  after  12  years  in  that 
position.  We  would  like  to  thank  Louis  for  his  years  of  service  to  the  town. 
Thanks  also  to  Bruce  Burrows  who  left  his  Patrolman's  position  with  the 
Police  Department  in  May  to  take  a  job  with  the  NH  State  Police.  From  May 
through  July  the  town  was  without  a  full-time  police  officer.  The  Carroll 
County  Sheriffs  Departinent  was  conti'acted  to  provide  coverage  during  this 
period,  and  the  NH  State  Police  assisted  with  increased  patrol  activity.  Our 
thanks  to  both  organizations  for  their  help  in  covering  the  Town's  needs 
during  this  ti'ansition. 

In  August  after  a  lengthy  selection  process  overseen  by  the  NH  Police 
Standards  and  Training  we  welcomed  Mark  Cavic  as  our  new  Police  Chief. 
Mark  and  his  wife  Jessica  and  two  young  children  moved  here  from  Antrim, 
NH. 

Wendy  Huff  began  work  as  Administi'ative  Assistant  in  the  Selectmen's  Office 
on  a  part-time  basis  in  April.  By  late  June,  she  and  husband  David  had 
completed  their  move  here  from  Litchfield,  CT  and  Wendy  assumed  a  full- 
time  position.  Our  thanks  to  Joanne  Coutu,  Sharon  Teel,  Susan  Bryant 
Kimball,  and  several  others  for  their  efforts  to  keep  the  office  floating  through 
the  first  half  of  the  year. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Bob  Rowan  for  his  20  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
the  Town  as  both  Selectinan  and  Moderator. 

1998  brought  a  pair  of  natural  calamities  to  Sandwich.  In  January,  a 
prolonged  ice  storm  left  the  Town  without  essential  services  for  several  days. 
The  Highway  and  Fire  Departments,  as  well  as  numerous  townspeople, 
worked  long  hours  to  clear  roads  and  power  lines,  and  to  staff  the  emergency 
management  center  at  the  Fire  Department.  Our  town  should  be  proud  of  the 
community  spirit  that  is  shown  when  needs  arise.  Also  noteworthy  were  the 
many  hours  spent  by  the  Highway  Department  completing  the  cleanup 
throughout  the  year,  in  addition  to  their  regular  workload.  In  June,  a 
prolonged  rainy  spell  brought  flooding  and  washed  out  roads  in  several 
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Selectmen's  Report  (continued) 

places.  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  and  State  grants 
helped  cover  much  of  the  monetary  cost  of  recovering  from  these  tv^o  events. 

1998  was  the  100th  Anniversary  of  Old  Home  Week  in  Sandwich.  With  an 
increased  budget,  the  Old  Home  Week  Committee  went  all  out  in  an  effort  to 
make  the  week  especially  memorable.  A  Street  Parade,  Fireworks,  Ice 
Cream  Social,  Folk  Dancing,  and  Concerts,  along  with  the  usual  activities, 
made  for  a  busy  and  popular  week,  ending  with  a  well-attended  Town  Beach 
Party.  Thanks  to  all  who  contributed. 

The  Landfill  Closure  was  completed  and  State  grant  monies  were  received  to 
cover  20%  of  the  costs.  Another  State  grant  was  received  for  improving  the 
used  motor  oil-recycling  program.  Efforts  are  underway  to  improve  the 
recycling  of  paper  and  cardboard  with  the  addition  of  another  covered 
container  at  the  Recycling  Center. 

The  Squam  boat  ramp  saw  it's  first  full  year  of  use.  It  has  proved  to  be  a 
popular  asset  of  the  Town.  An  attendant  was  hired  to  enforce  facility  use 
policy  at  both  the  boat  ramp  and  the  Squam  beach. 

"Welcome  to  Sandwich"  signs  were  completed  and  the  Highway  Department 
installed  five  of  them  on  roads  leading  into  town. 

Tennis  Court  #2  was  removed  and  replaced  by  a  double  court  with  a 
synthetic  "rubberized"  surface.  The  new  courts  are  in  a  different  location,  and 
along  with  new  parking  accommodations  and  a  move  of  the  baseball  field,  it 
has  made  for  a  different  look  at  Quimby  Field.  As  in  the  past,  the  tennis 
program  continues  to  be  popular  and  the  new  courts  were  heavily  used.  This 
year's  wan-ant  proposes  a  new  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
accumulating  funds  for  rebuilding  Court  #1  in  a  few  years  time. 

Grateful  thanks  for  donations  received  this  year. 
-  The  Quimby  Trustees  donated  $30,000  to  help  fund  the  tennis  court  project, 
in  addition  to  their  $32,000  contribution  to  substantially  fund  the  operating 
budget  of  the  Parks  &  Recreation  Department.  We  also  received  a  $1,000 
donation  towards  the  Winter  Trails  Network  from  the  Quimby  Trust.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express 
an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

Except  as  discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs,  we  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  fmancial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates 
made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that 
our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

Government  Accoxmting  Standards  Board  Technical  Bulletin  98-1,  Disclosures  about  Year  2000  Issues, 
requires  disclosure  of  certain  matters  regarding  the  year  2000  issue.  The  Town  of  Sandwich  has 
included  such  disclosures  in  the  Notes  to  Financial  Statements.  Because  of  the  unprecedented  namre  of 
the  year  2000  issue,  its  effects  and  the  success  of  related  remediation  efforts  will  not  be  fully 
determinable  until  the  year  2000  and  thereafter.  Accordingly,  insufficient  audit  evidence  exists  to 
support  the  Town  of  Sandwich's  disclosures  with  respect  to  the  year  2000  issue  made  in  the  Notes  to 
Financial  Statements.  Further  we  do  not  provide  assurance  that  the  Town  of  Sandwich  is  or  will  be  year 
2000  ready,  that  the  Town  of  Sandwich's  year  2000  remediation  efforts  will  be  successftil  in  whole  or 
in  part,  or  that  parties  with  which  the  Town  of  Sandwich  does  business  will  be  year  2000  ready. 

The  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of 
Sandwich  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be 
recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  along  with  the  effects  of  such  adjustments,  if  any,  as  might  have  been  determined 
to  be  necessary  had  we  been  able  to  examine  evidence  regarding  year  2000  disclosures,  as  noted  above, 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the 
fmancial  position  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  as  of  December  3 1 ,  1998,  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements 
listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not 
a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich.

If  you  leave  the  room  for  any  reason,  leave  your  card  with  the  ballot  clerics  a  the  door  and 
pick  it  up  again  when  you  return.  (E)  Seven  voters  may  challenge  the  declared  vote  on  any  Article  before 
the  next  Article  is  brought  up.  Then  a  secret  ballot  must  be  held.  (F)  If  a  secret  ballot  is  desired  on  any 
Article,  a  written  request  signed  by  five  voters  is  required  and  presented  to  the  Moderator  any  time  prior  to 
the  vote  on  the  Article.  I  will  not  recognize  such  a  request  unless  all  those  signing  the  request  are  present 
(G)  Five  voters  may  request  a  recount  of  a  secret  ballot  before  the  next  Article  is  taken  up  provided  that 
the  vote  margin  was  less  than  10%  of  the  total  vote  cast  (H)  Any  Article  may  be  legally  amended,  each 
amendment  will  be  discussed  independentiy  and  acted  upon  before  the  Article  itself  is  called.  I  will  not 
recognize  a  motion  to  table  indefinitely  or  to  pass  over  an  Article,  nor  one  to  adjourn  until  the  business  of 
the  meeting  is  over  for  the  evening.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,000  for  the 
Sandwich  Winter  Trails  Networic  Trust  Fund.  Funds  for  this  purpose  to  be  donated  by  the  Quimby 
Trustees. 

Motion  by  Jack  Webb,  seconded  by  George  Kimball,  voted  affimiative 

ARTICLE  19.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $156,787  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  all-wheel  drive  road  grader.  These  funds  to  be  withdrawn  fi'om  the  Highway  Equipment 
Capital  Reserve  Fund;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  or  trade  the  Austin  Western  Super  101 
Grader  and  the  International  515  Payloader  and  to  use  the  proceeds  toward  this  appropriation.

Lee  Quimby  said  the  Selectmen  are 
taking  steps  to  improve  the  moisture  problem.  There  is  money  in  an  expendable  trust  to  address  the  roof 
problem.

Ben  Shambaugh  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  require  the  Selectmen  to  adopt  a  Health  Ordinance 
as  outiined  in  Article  33.  Robert  Rowan  seconded,  voted  affirmative. 

Ben  Shambaugh  thanked  Lee  Quimby  for  his  six  years  of  service  as  Selectinen.  He  announced 
that  Louis  Brunelle  is  leaving  after  12  years  of  service  as  Police  Chief  in  Sandwich.  Ben  presented  Lee 
with  a  cap  designating  him  Sandwich  Police  Departinent  Honorable  Chief  Robert  Rowan  gave  Lee  a  gift 
of  a  bass  fishing  rod  and  lure  from  many  of  those  who  have  worthed  with  him.  Lee  Quimby  expressed  his 
thanks  to  the  Town  and  presented  WELCOME  TO  SANDWICH  signs  which  will  be  put  up  on  roads  coming 
into  Town.  He  thanked  Len  Marino,  outgoing  Treasurer  for  his  years  of  service.  Peter  Hoag  and  Jane 
Beckman  are  leaving  the  ZBA  this  year  and  he  thanked  them  on  behalf  of  the  Town.  The  Moderator  gave 
Len  Marino  a  gift  from  many  of  his  co-wor1^ers  at  the  Town  Hall  and  thanked  him  again  for  his  excellent 
work  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Louis  Brunelle,  seconded  by  Robert  Rowan,  passed  unanimously. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  9:54  p.m.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

In  1998  the  Board  of  Adjustment  received  and  considered  seven  completed 
applications  for  hearings.  These  applications  included: 

Four  Special  Exceptions  -  3  were  granted  and  1  denied 
One  appeal  to  Administrative  Decision  - 1  granted 
One  Equitable  Waiver  of  Dimensional  Requirement- 1  denied 
One  Appeal  of  a  Board  Decision  - 1  denied 

Placement  of  septic  tanks  in  the  Shoreland  District  continues  to  be  our  most 
prominent  theme  for  applications.  This  hopefully  will  change  with  the  approval 
of  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance  changes  this  year.  Septic  system  proximity  to 
wetlands,  in  general,  is  an  issue  that  the  Board  faces  on  an  increasing  basis. 
It  is  recommended  the  Town,  as  a  whole,  review  the  current  ordinance  and 
studies  made  by  environmental  experts,  and  either  reinforce  the  existing 
regulations  or  propose  changes  that  will  be  more  consistent  with  the  scientific 
findings  of  recent  years. 

The  Board  encourages  anyone  anticipating  a  project  that  involves  alteration 
to  an  existing  structure,  changes  in  use  of  existing  property,  or  construction  of 
new  buildings  to  carefully  review  the  Zoning  Ordinances,  Subdivision 
Regulations  and,  when  applicable,  the  Historic  District  guidelines.  It  is 
cheaper  and  easier  to  first  review  the  regulations  and  comply  at  the  start  than 
to  be  noticed  for  a  violation  and  attempt  to  retroactively  comply.

All  other  cemeteries  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sandwich  Cemetery 
Trustees. 

The  following  rules  apply  to  town  cemetery  operations: 

1 .  Town  cemeteries  are  open  for  burials,  weather  conditions  permitting, 
from  April  1  through  November  1 5. 

2.  Notify  Trustees  before  any  burial  plans  are  finalized. 

3.  Trustees  will  approve  of  the  grave  digger. 

4.  Trustees  will  provide  a  person  to  prepare  the  grave  for  a  cremains 
lot 

5.  The  fees  for  body  and  cremains  burials  shall  be  set  by  the  Trustees.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  conducted  a  monthly  schedule  of  meetings 
this  year.  The  meetings  are  held  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  7:30 
P.M;  the  public  is  welcome  to  attend.  Members  also  reviewed  the  actual 
conditions  for  many  Wetlands  applications.  We  thank  everyone  who 
attended  for  their  involvement  and  efforts. 

The  level  of  wetlands  permit  activity  was  up  this  year  with  repairs  to  existing 
docks  and  to  a  boathouse  on  Squam  Lake.  Forest  Management  Notifications 
also  increased  over  last  year.  We  received  two  Trails  Notifications  late  this 
year  for  work  on  winter  trails;  we  hope  the  hiking  clubs  will  also  file  for  their 
summer  work  where  notification  is  required.  While  the  increase  in  permits 
may  indicate  increased  activity,  it  also  indicates  increased  compliance  with 
wetlands  permitting  requirements. 

We  continued  our  support  for  the  '5  Days  of  Sandwich'  summer  Conservation 
Education  program.  This  program  is  for  1 0  to  1 3  year  olds.  Our  thanks  to 
White  Sylvania  Trust  Bearcamp  Valley  Garden  Club,  private  donors,  as  well 
as  the  Town  for  their  support.  In  1 998,  the  two  one-week  sessions  were  very 
successful;  this  year  they  were  grouped  by  interest  level.  This  year  the 
Commission,  Selectmen,  and  Budget  Committee  are  proposing  a  revised 
method  of  funding  this  activity;  members  of  the  Commission  urge  that  you 
support  this  change. 

Another  successful  household  hazardous  waste  collection  was  held  in  the 
summer.  The  location  again  was  in  Moultonboro.  We  urge  everyone  to  turn 
in  any  hazardous  waste  at  this  free  summer  collection.  The  Lakes  Region 
Planninng  Commission  is  now  working  to  set  up  a  permanent  collection 
process.  We  will  be  following  this  issue;  if  you  have  comments  on  a 
permanent  location  for  this  facility  please  pass  them  on  to  a  Commission 
member. 

If  you  are  planning  any  new  work  or  maintenance  in  Wetlands  we  suggest 
you  contact  a  member  of  the  Commission  for  a  review  before  you  submit  your 
application.  We  have  provided  assistance  and  comments  to  several 
landowners  this  year  concerning  work  adjacent  to  or  in  wetlands.  Asking  for 
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Conservation  Commission  (continued) 

advice  first  may  help  you  avoid  problems  and  extra  cost  later  on;  asking  first 
also  helps  protect  our  wetlands.  The  Expedited  Application  Form  provided  by 
the  Wetlands  Board  has  reduced  the  time  required  to  obtain  both  Expedited 
and  standard  form  Wetlands  Permits. 

We  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  entire  Town  Hall  office  staff  for  their  efforts 
this  past  year.

Natural  calamities  are  at  the  top  of  our  report  this  year.  In  January,  an  ice 
storm  hit  NH  and  Sandwich  was  hit  particularly  hard.  The  Central  Fire  Station 
was  open  for  four  days  as  a  town  wide  Emergency  Operations  Center.  Fire 
Department  personnel  worked  with  electric  company  crews  and  the  Town 
and  State  Highway  Departments  opening  up  roads  from  downed  trees  and 
branches.  Mutual  Aid  crews  from  neighboring  towns  also  were  called  in  to 
help.  The  Sirens,  our  auxiliary,  opened  up  the  kitchen  at  the  Station  to  feed 
ail  the  workers  three  meals  a  day  for  the  duration.  The  station  also  was  a 
central  point  where  townspeople  who  were  without  heat  or  water  could  come 
and  warm  up  and  get  the  latest  information.  I  would  particularly  like  to  thank 
Bob  Rowan  who  got  the  station  back  on  line  with  emergency  power  after  our 
generator  broke  down. 

In  June,  the  worst  flooding  since  1973  hit  Carroll  County.  All  the  rivers  and 
streams  jumped  their  banks  and  the  Department  was  busy  pumping  cellars 
and  checking  to  make  sure  roads  were  open  and  passable. 

This  year  the  members  of  the  Department  put  in  over  3,200  hours  in  training, 

work  details,  and  emergency  response.  Through  our  Fire-Rescue 

Association,  we  contributed  more  than  $1,300  in  medical  supplies  and  station 

equipment. 

We  are  in  great  need  of  additional  members  to  help  us  with  our  work.  We  are 

down  to  a  small  core  of  members  who  are  active  and  we  are  being  stretched 

to  our  limits.  Please  consider  joining  the  Fire-Rescue  Department  or 

becoming  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  both  the  Department  and  the  Auxiliary 

for  their  extraordinary  efforts  this  year.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Police 

and  Highway  Departments  for  all  their  help  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is 
required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the 
fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are 
available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and 
training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest 
laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws, 
please  call  our  office  at  271  -221 7. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several 
Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression, 
prevention  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in  1998  we  experienced  an  ice  storm, 
which  caused  severe  damage  to  forests  of  New  Hampshire.  This  damage 
created  a  greater  potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many 
areas  of  the  state.  Your  local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your 
assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the 
State.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice  damaged 
woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444-8978 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in 
the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in 
controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and 
suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

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SANDWICH  LAND  TRUST  COMMIHEE 

Weather  took  center  stage  for  the  Land  Trust  Committee  this  year.  The 
January  ice  storm  took  down  many  tree  tops  and  branches,  making  it  difficult 
or  impossible  on  some  easement  properties  to  find  or  walk  boundaries.  June 
floods  caused  extensive  damage  to  at  least  one  portion  of  the  Bearcamp 
River  Trail.  And  thriving  colonies  of  beavers  below  Bearcamp  Pond  made  it 
difficult  for  trail  crews  to  make  repairs. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Selectmen  held  a  discussion  with  the  Land  Trust,  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  the  Sandwich  Forest  Committee  to  discuss 
the  different  roles  of  the  three  committees.  Although  all  three  committees  are 
concerned  with  the  Town's  natural  resources,  each  one  has  a  unique  task 
and  different  expertise.  The  Selectmen  decided  to  maintain  the  three 
committees  as  separate  entities. 

That  discussion  prompted  the  Land  Trust  Committee  to  hold  a  series  of 
informational  meetings  about  what  land  the  Committee  protects,  how 
easements  work  and  how  members  work  with  private  landowners.  The 
Committee  hopes  to  continue  this  public  review  of  its  work  in  1999. 

The  Committee's  main  project  this  year  was  to  develop  a  map  of  land  parcels 
of  100  acres  or  more.  We  are  concerned  about  the  possible  loss  or  misuse  of 
productive  timberland.  With  the  Selectmen's  approval,  the  Committee  wrote 
to  all  owners  of  large  timberland  parcels  and  urged  them  to  consider 
conservation  measures  before  any  sales. 

The  Committee  was  pleased  to  see  two  major  conservation  efforts  completed 
by  landowners  and  private  conservation  groups  during  the  year.  Peter  Pohl 
donated  an  easement  on  some  120  acres  of  timberland  on  Maple  Ridge 
Road  to  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests.  The  Lakes 
Region  Conservation  Trust  worked  with  another  anonymous  landowner  to 
conserve  the  ridgetop  forests  of  the  Ossipee  Mountains,  the  eastern  horizon 
for  most  Sandwich  residents. 

The  Land  Trust  Committee  meets  each  third  Thursday  of  the  month. 
Townspeople  are  welcomed  to  attend.

Fishing  for  Kids  -  The  Town  Hall  pond  is  stocked  with  trout  by  the  State  and  is 

open  for  children  through  the  year. 

Summer  Program  -  Tennis  for  children  and  adults,  swimming  lessons,  and 

afternoon  activities. 

Maintenance  -  The  parks  and  recreation  department  maintains  the  grounds 

at  Quimby  Field,  the  Post  Office,  the  Town  Hall,  the  Police  Department, 

Remick  Park,  the  Pothole,  Bearcamp  Pond,  Squam  Lake  Beach,  part  of  the 

Fairgrounds,  and  part  of  the  Library.

The  Planning  Board  this  year  considered  applications  for  8  sub-divisions,  5 
boundary  line  adjustments,  1  steep  slope  permit,  and  2  scenic  road  tree 
cuttings.

The  Board  proposed  three  substantive  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  all 
concerned  with  the  Shoreland  District.  Also  proposed  was  a  change 
concerning  building  permits  for  all  new  construction,  and  some  minor  editorial 
changes.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

New  technology  arrived  in  many  forms  at  the  Library  in  1998.  The  Circulation 
system  became  operational.  Two  computers  were  made  available  to  the 
public  to  be  used  for  internet  access.  A  telephone,  fax,  and  modem  switching 
system  was  installed  so  that  three  telephone  lines  could  be  shared 
automatically.  The  Library  and  the  Quimby  trustees  sponsored  introductory 
internet  access  courses  taught  at  the  school.  Many  Library  users  were 
introduced  to  the  worldwide  web,  and  the  equipment  at  the  Library  became 
very  busy. 

Among  notable  gifts  this  year  were  $5,000  from  the  Frank  Stanley  Beveridge 
Foundation,  and  grants  from  the  Quimby  Trust  which  funded  the  internet 
courses.  The  Lena  T.  Nelson  fund  donated  the  chairs,  computer  desks,  and 
the  computer  catalog  table  which  beautifully  accommodate  the  new  computer 
equipment  in  the  front  of  the  Library.  The  Sandwich  Home  Nursing 
Association  continued  to  build  the  collection  of  books  and  videos  on  health 
subjects  which  have  proved  to  be  a  great  community  resource. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  ran  a  great  book  sale  during  Old  Home  Week  and 
contributed  generously  to  the  Library's  book  budget  this  year.  Thanks  for  your 
outstanding  support  in  1998. 

Thanks  to  Margaret  Biggs  and  the  Bearcamp  Valley  Garden  Club,  the  Library 
has  looked  beautiful  inside  and  out  with  plants,  flowers,  and  plantings.  The 
spring  cleanup  volunteers  put  in  extra  effort  this  year  because  of  ice  storm 
damage.  We  were  grateful  for  the  use  of  a  donated  chipper.  Thanks  once 
again  to  Dave  Stuntz  and  Peter  Booty  for  providing  firewood  for  the  third 
year,  cut,  split,  and  delivered. 

The  Arts  Council  of  Tamworth  Films  at  the  Library  continue  to  attract  many 
viewers  and  will  continue  in  1999. 

I  would  once  again  like  to  extend  my  thanks  and  gratitude  to  all  those  who 
volunteered  at  the  Library  this  year.  Special  thanks  to  Diane  Booty  who 
served  three  terms  as  Trustee  and  retired  this  year.  M.F.  Hambrook  began 
working  at  the  Library  in  1978,  and  completed  20  years  of  service  to  the 
community  this  year.  It  has  been  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  work  with  you 
all.

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SEWER  COMMISSION 

Total  flow  for  year  1998  remained  approximately  the  same  as  in  prior  years. 
Only  one  new  residence  user  was  added  to  the  system  during  the  year. 

Sewer  rents  were  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year  due  to  lower 
expenses. 

The  heavy  ice  storm  in  January  required  emergency  pumping  of  the  system 
due  to  a  town  wide  power  outage.  The  Commission  loaned  to  the  town  its 
emergency  generator  to  provide  power  to  the  Central  Fire  Station  being  used 
as  an  emergency  shelter  for  town  residents. 

The  Commission  hired  a  new  back-up  operator  in  May. 

We  remind  you  yet  again  that  connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  system  is  a 
gross  violation  and  unfair  to  other  users.  Offenders  may  expect  to  be 
vigorously  prosecuted.  We  also  remind  users  that  they  are  allowed  to  place 
sillcocks  before  meters,  but  this  must  be  inspected  by  a  Commissioner  after 
installation.  We  would  also  like  to  remind  users  to  ensure  proper  insulation  to 
keep  meters  from  freezing.  Replacement  of  damaged  meters  will  cost  the 
user  $125. 

And,  please  continue  to  be  cautious  to  choose  soaps  and  cleaning  products 
that  are  low  in  phosphates  and  not  use  any  other  inappropriate  substances 
which  will  end  up  in  our/your  system.

Road  and  the  beach  at  Bearcamp  Pond.  Times  of  use  and  conduct  are  also 
regulated. 

RECYCLING  CENTER  ORDINANCE: 

Recycling  requirements  are  listed.  Fines  are  imposed  if  these  are  not  met  A

Credits/Exemptions/Ordinances  (continued) 

ALARM  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  registration  of  all  alarm  systems  with  the  Police  Department.  Rnes  are 
imposed  for  excessive  false  alarms. 

PERMITS  are  required  for  parades  on  state  roads  and  for  raffles  conducted  in  Town. 

HOUSE  NUMBERING  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  numbering  of  all  primary  buildings. 

ZONING  ORDINANCE,  SUBDIVISION  REGUU\TIONS  AND  SITE  PLAN  REVIEW: 
These  regulations  should  be  consulted  before  any  new  buildng  or  remodeling  is 
planned  and  before  changes  in  existing  ownership  of  land  through  subdvision  or 
boundary  line  acjustmenL  Topics  covered  include  wetlands  protection,  setbacks 
from  lot  lines,  steep  slopes,  signs,  septic  regulations  and  other  requirements. 

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  GUIDELINES: 

Within  the  Historic  District  certain  guidelines  apply  to  changes  in  exteriors  of 
buildings  and  use  of  land. 

EXCAVATION  ORDINANCE: 

Covers  gravel  pits  and  other  excavation  which  may  require  attention  to  these 
regulations  both  during  active  use  and  later  when  inactive. 

BUILDING  PERMITS: 

Any  new  buildng  or  changes  to  an  existing  structure  require  a  building  permit  if  the 
value  of  the  wori<  to  be  done  exceeds  $2,000  or  when  construction  or 
reconstruction  violates  zoning  regulation  setbacks. 
A  state/federal  permit  is  required  for  projects  affecting  wetlands.
